W ashington, Nov. 19.—Senator Will­ 
iam E. Chandler of New Hampshire, in 
an interview regarding legislation at 
the coming session of congress, said: 
“ Senator Ix*dge proposes pushing the 
measure looking to the restriction of 
immigration and of demanding its pass­ 
age without delay. 
Bills proposing to 
bar the undesirable foreign element 
from entering into this country are now 
pending in both the house and the inn­ 
ate aud there is no doubt that the two 
houses will be able to agT<*** upon a bilL 
The house measure lays restrictions on 
what are called “birds of passage,” but 
the senate bill does not. The class re­ 
ferred to is that which live* along the 
northern and southern border lines of 
the country and embraces Mexicans and 
t anadems who work daily in the United 
States, but live in their native countries. 
This part of the WU, in my judgment, 
eventually, will be omitted and the sen­ 
ate bill, which applies to immigrants 
from European aud Oriental countries, 
passed. 
“Some action, I believe will be taken 
looking to the relief ut the Cuban in­ 
surgents. Of course, the R< publican 
policy will largely depend on the presi­ 
dent’* meswge, but my opinion is he 
will leave the entire matter to the 
judgment of congress. 
“Th# prospects for the ratification of 
the linwaiiau treaty are exeelleat. The 
Republicans will stand by it to a unit 
and many Democrats w ill do likewise. 
I think the necessary two-thirds vote 
will be secur'd. 
“ As to financial legislation ope dally 
as to a revision of the banking laws I 
cannot see how any such legislation con 
be passed. ’ *

He took his place in the chair at 12:18 
without an apparent tremor. The offi­ 
cials were slow in fastening the straps 
and adjusting the electrodes. The first 
shock did not cause death, and the cur­ 
rent was applied again three times be­ 
fore life was pronounced extinct at 12:22. ! 
The crime for which Frantz paid the 
penalty was the murder on August 27, 
1896, of Bessie Little, a young girl whom 
he had betrayed.

The unravelling of the crime and 
the trial furnished one of the most ex­ 
citing chapters in the criminal history 
of Ohio.
